PORT STANLEY, Falkland 
Islands, Nov. 6 (by radio from the 
SS. Mektoria.)——-We have now been 
steaming eight days from the Falk-

| The first day we encountered 
snowstorms, high winds and rough 
seas, and extra lashings were nec- 
essary for the airplanes. They 
'were undamaged, however. 

| The next day, long, rolling seas 
sweeping uninterrupted around the 
|'world rocked us, and one teeberg 
‘came into view. 

_ Saturday night a snowstorm cov- 
‘ered everything, but Capt. Hansen 
| pushed the Hektoria onward. Small 
_whaleships followed behind this 
morning. and the weather cleared, 

We sighted land early Sunday 
‘morning and steamed through the 
pack ice in Bransfield Strait all 
day. We awaited daylight before 
‘steaming into Deception HarLer. 
| Everything, thanks to our skilled 
Norwegian sailors, came through 
splendidly. 


| The arrival of the Wilkins ez- 
| pedition marks the successful com'- 
| pletion of the first leg of his tong 
trip. Deception Island is the base 
of operations for the expedition. 
From Deception Island, the flying 
explorer will lead his forces farther 
into the Antarctic.
